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The after final amendment of 9-15-03 has been entered as well as the 37 CFR 
1 .132 declaration filed 9/26/03. The currently pending claims 5,10,1 1 are not 
considered allowable over newly discovered prior art and this action will be a non-final. 

With respect to the 132 declaration, the examiner does not find it persuasive 
because the inventor Jeffrey Budd is only one of the inventors and the examiner does 
not accept having one inventor alone setting forth who invented what. The co-inventors 
also have an interest in the instant application as well as the application to Budd 
(5662108) and it is not persuasive to have one inventor set forth who invented what, 
without the other inventors either signing the declaration or submitting commensurate 
132 declarations. The instant examiner is very reluctant to find the 132 declaration 
persuasive because it is only signed by one inventor. The 132 declaration is not 
considered sufficient to moot a 102(e) rejection as follows. 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 5,10,11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Budd 
et al. (5662108). 

With respect to claim 5, Budd discloses a system as claimed. Budd discloses an 
interface system for monitoring passive electrodes (48) and for driving active electrodes 
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(52) for an endocardial catheter. The system is disclosed as having a passive electrode 
interface, an active electrode interface, a computer interface 34, surface electrodes 40 
and interface, a signal generator 54, and a therapy interface connected to electrodes by 
a signal conditioner 50. 

With respect to claim 10, the system is disclosed as having a therapy electrode 
interface for delivering ablation energy to the catheter. See column 4, lines 30-50. 

With respect to claim 1 1 , the signal conditioner is 58.
